These tubes have two and only two virtues: their grid drive voltage 
requirements are lower and they run on 120V B+. They don't make much 
power (1.5W) and are very inefficient, partly due to the very large 
cathodes required, about 7 Watts in both cases. A 6AQ5 makes 4 Wand 
its cathode only requires 2.5 Watts. 


The economy is that if you want to run the whole receiver from, say, 
150V B+, you can do it with these high-perveance tubes, as is done in my 
Drake R-4A.

Well, of course some hams are equipment butchers but some are 
very good technicians. I must say cabling with lacing is a sort of lost 
art but neat cabling with cable ties is not difficult. In some cases 
cabled wires are actually inferior to the spider web because there is 
greater chance of coupling between wires. There can also be less do it 
depends on the circuit. 

Collins seems to have hit of a good compromise where they tied the 
cable but did not extend the ribbon along the cable. Sort of like cable 
ties but made of cord. 

You may be aware that there were businesses who's product was 
pre-constructed cables. They were built on boards and the equipment 
manufacturer could just drop them into the chassis and install them. 

Its not difficult to do if you know for sure where the wires go. 

Some years ago before the telephone company breakup, I had a tour of 
the long lines department in downtown L.A. there were racks of terminals 
with baskets for the wiring extending perhaps a hundred feet down the 
aisles. All the wires were just dropped in, the only cabling I saw was 
in very old stuff coming in through conduit. I asked about this and was 
told there was less cross coupling this way. "How do you trace the 
wires?" I asked and my guide just picked up a wire in his finger and 
started walking down the aisle. 

Well, for years I thought this was "modern" practice and then saw a 


telephone company movie on You Tube. It was from maybe the mid-1930s. It 
showed exactly the same arrangement, long bins with loose wired in them. 
This was an installation of step-by-step dial equipment.

Working on a second Hallicrafters BC-669 

(this a -BM model and when I got it, it looked a lot 
like a B.M.) for an old friend who always wanted one. 
I got a pile of BC-669 goodies from a very 

kind gentleman from Arkansas (thank you, Don) 

many years ago and recently was generously gifted 
another ( thank you, Mike!) and that prodded me 

into getting them going. Have two on the air now. 


I posted some photos of "before and after" of the 
modulator deck on Novice Rig Roundup on Facebook. 
Several people asked what I did and I thought it would 
be interesting to one or two folks here.

A short description of my procedure: 


First, I am not a cosmetic artist and it will not look 
as good as the work of your friend who does 

complete cabinet restores. 

It will be presentable, not perfect. 

But it didn't cost me $300, either. 


Vacuum out any loose crud and mouse leavings. 
Remove the speaker, meter, nomen plate and 

wooden plaque. Save all hardware in its own 
container. 

Test Simple Green cleaner to make sure it won't 
damage markings- I've had no trouble. 

It's not a great cleaner but strong stuff like 409 
will damage markings and years later, 

give you green corrosion in cracks the rinse 
didn't reach. Spray Simple Green all over and 

let it soak for a few minutes, then douche the rig 


down with a garden hose. 

Let it dry for a day. Naval jelly on the chassis 
and transformers to get rid of most of the rust. 

Any transformer that dies from this was terminal 
anyway. Follow with flat black rust converter primer 
to prevent any further rust. Let dry completely. 


Go over the chassis inch by inch and "tweak" all the 
grounds. I'm finding more and more Hi-Z ground points 
causing all kind of troubles. Usually a drop of 
De-Ox-It and a "tweak" of the bolt is all that is needed. 


The front panel will still have a dingy, yellow brown, 
washed-out look from micro dust in the cracks that 
you cannot remove. Do not try to scrub it out- 

you will destroy the paint and the markings. 


Touch-up paint on the panel with flat black enamel. 
Let dry completely. Spray De-Ox-It where needed 

and leach a bunch of it into the front of any 
toggle switches. 

IMPORTANT: Inspect, clean and lubricate any 

rotary switches before you start twisting them. 
I've seen switches destroyed by skipping this step. 


Drizzle 3-n-1 Oil all over the panel and rub in 

with a soft bristle brush using swirlling motions until 
you see an even sheen all over, coating the knobs 
as well. This will blend the paint touch-ups with 

the panel and darken the micro-dust, 

also blending it in. 

Do not scrub hard (this is the recommended treatment 
for black wrinkle paint in WWII Radio Maint. books). 


Let sit for an hour or so, then wipe away excess with 
a soft cloth. You'll have more excess to wipe off 
after a few hours. Test and clean meter, speaker etc. 
Restore the nomen plate, plaque etc. 

Reassemble and continue your electronic refurb. 


I'm sure there are a hundred "better ways." 
This works for me. 


Here is ‘first light" for the RF deck after finishing 
the refurb and alignment on the receiver:

After fixing a bunch of unusual problems, the 


transmitter is outputting 55 Watts carrier plate- 
modulated by FOUR 6L6s. It sounds excellent. 
Now to rebuild the second power supply.

Worth noting in passing that the 6L6 beam power tube just passed its 80th 
birthday. 


I have it on good authority (Ludwell Sibley) that the RMA registration of 
the type happened on March 24, 1936, though RCA had published technical 
details on the tube in 1935. The beam-power tube, or "kinkless tetrode", 
was developed by Marconi-Osram Valve, but MOV didn't think it was possible 
to mass produce it and licensed it to RCA. RCA was massively successful 
with the new device, and the 6L6 and its smaller variant, the 6V6, rapidly 
replaced power triodes in most audio power applications. 


The 6L6 is certainly one of the most important technical innovations in 
electronics history, spawning many variations on the original design, and 
remaining in continuous production right up to the present. 


It's largely responsible for the "sound" of American rock and roll, thanks 
to the genius of Leo Fender, and guitar amps are the reason it's still in 
production. 


It was the PA tube in many novice rigs of the 50's, often paired up with an 
ARC-5 receiver--how many of us played with an inverted metal 6L6 in an oil 
bath, running at 150% of plate dissipation?! 


Hats off to a great invention!

For the three people and one aardvark in the 
Universe interested: 


I and Jeff Angus continue to work on a substitute for 
expensive or unavailable crystals in our transmitters, 
Jef£ for his BC-610 and I for my current project, 

a bunch of BC-669s. 

All that's needed for the receiver side of the rigs 
is the programmable oscillators and a blocking cap. 
Works great into the 6SA7 Hexode converter. 


Not so easy with the 6L6 Crystal Oscilllator on the 
transmit side. 


I did some earlier work using 

just a programmable oscillator, a 4:1 UNUN and 
some DC blocking caps. This worked well for 

the "ARC-5" VHF transmitter and for a the little

Hi, Dave, 

Seems to me the differences between the oscillators lies in the output 
circuit of the oscillator. 

The '669 uses only an RF choke which provides a "no-crystal" load of the 
reactance of the choke at the "crystal" frequency. However, since the 
crystal (that is, a REAL crystal) is connected to the plate, its intrinsic 
Q, which is exceedingly high, provides a very high impedance load. With the 
crystal absent the oscillator looses the additional gain derived form the 
hi-Q load. In the no-crystal state the oscillator is just a Class A 
amplifier with a gain approximated by the Gm of the 6L6 and the plate load. 
A crystal's feedback path is back to the grid, and the tube's operating 
point becomes a Class C stage whose output level is controlled by the 
negative bias from the grid leak resistor, which keeps the tube cut off for 
a portion of the RF cycle. To restore the necessary gain the plate load 
impedance must be raised. 


The ARC-5 has a tuned output (at 4x crystal freq.) that provides a large 
plate load impedance which sends the potential stage gain quite high. Its 
effective impedance has the benefit of the Q of the tuned circuit. 


Though it smacks of heresy, perhaps a tuned L-C circuit at the crystal freq, 
one end referenced to ground (with DC isolation, of course), the other end 
to the plate, will bring the oscillator stage gain up to a point where 
you'll get sufficient drive to the next stage and the final (???)! The tuned 


circuit could bridge L-7 with a minimum of fuss. Remember the tuned circuit 
should be as high a Q as possible, and that means a good quality 
inductor...... perhaps slug tuned? 


Of course, the oscillator module with a Class A amplifier is a path that 
will provide as much drive to the oscillator tube as desired. The 
transformer turns ratio can be changed to increase the output level until 
the 6L6 grid is in heavy Class C with the circuit as shown. Remember, when 
the 2N3866, a nominally 1-watt device, is insufficient, there is a group of 
CB output transistors lined up behind it with output levels in the 20W 
range. 


If that's not enough then we'll have to work on developing more stage gain 
from the 6L6!

Hi, Gang 


I've always been a fan of Waters accessories. They match the looks 
of the Collins S/Line, or Hallicrafters SR-150 and don't cost much 
to collect. 


Recently I've picked up a Waters audio "Compreamp" and "Clipreamp". 

I assumed that one is a compressor, and the other is a speech clipper. 
Wrong assumption: in fact, both are speech clippers. The Compreamp 
has a nicer cabinet, and uses a red toggle switch for on/off 
(reminiscent of the big switch on a linear amp), but inside 

the box they share the same circuitry. Both have a two-transistor 
microphone preamplifier driving a pair of back to back Si diodes, 
followed by a low pass filter. There's a pot controlling 

the audio level going to the clipper stage. 


The Clipreamp has a cheaper U-shaped cabinet, and was aimed 
at the CB market. 


The circuit board used in both units is the same, and is an odd 
ceramic-based material. There is a Sprague "packaged electronic 
circuit" used for the majority of the circuitry, and I assume Sprague 
also built the strange circuit board. The part number marked on 

the Sprague packaged component is M-B372-9, which I suppose 

was designed especially for the Waters model 372 Clipreamp, 

and doesn't appear in Sprague's catalog of packaged modules. 


The Waters schematic doesn't show the values of the resistors 
and capacitors inside the Sprague packaged module. Additionally, 
the schematic doesn't conform to the description of the preamp 
stage given in the manual. The schematic shows the transistors 
as being a Darlington pair, but an Ohmmeter check showed 

that was not true (no continuity between the collectors). 


The only repair necessary was replacement of the 1 uF Sprague 
electrolytic in each unit, which had dried out over the course 
of the last 50 years. 


When I started out as a shortwave listener in the early 1960's, 
one of the fellows I heard was Bob Waters, W1PRI, who was a denizon 
of 3999 LSB. It's nice to own some of his products.

I think I know why a broadband transformer 
ain't gonna work. This is the original circuit:

Here's the waveform at the 6L6 control grid 
using a crystal issued for the BC-669. 
DC, 50V per division, OV center:

No wonder a broadband transformer isn't 
going to drive it. That's 150V swing. 


Check me and see if I have this right: 

Grid resistor is 47K. Peak Voltage is 150 V, 
so peak grid current should be 3mA. 

Peak driving power 0.45 W, so the 1 W 
transistor should do the job if we use a 
Hi-Q tuned tank output. 


How do we calculate the correct Xl for 
the output coil at 3.9 MC?
